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Yule bar ruckus case is over: 
$100 fine for bar, officer cleared

Chuck’s Place in East Jordan was 
fined $100 Monday, May 3, for serving 
drinks after 9 p.m. last Christmas Eve. 

The state liquor contro] commission 
handed down the decision on a police 
violation report, dated Dec. 29, 1981. 

The LCC dropped three other charges 
in the police report because of insuf- 
ficient evidence. These charges were: 
selling to an intoxicated person, an 
intoxicated person consuming alcoholic 
beverage, and an intoxicated person 
loitering on the premise. 

Charles Sherk, owner of the bar, had 
given the city council a formal com- 
plaint on Jan., 19 on the police report, 
saying it was false in every respect. 

It was his second complaint. On Jan. 
6 he had submitted a complaint on the 

- officer’s behavior in entering the bar 
Dec, 24, 

On April 22, the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission sent a hearing 
officer to Cheboygan County Court- 


house to conduct a heating ‘i the police - 


report. It was following this that the 
LCC hearing officer determined the fine 
of $100.

Jobless rate 
rises again 


Charlevoix County’s unemployment 
rate climbed in March but is still 
lower than the winter’s high recorded 
in January. 

The March jobless rate was 23.5 
percent, a full one percent higher than 
in February. The seasonal high was 
24.7 percent in January. 

Emmet County’s rate rose to 19.3 
percent in March, up from February 
and. matching the winter high 
recorded in January. The February 
rate in Emmet was 17.8 percent. 

; The number of people off the job in 
Charlevoix County dropped by 25, 
from 2,250 to 2,225, during the 
month, but the total workforce in- 
creased by 150, up to 9,475. 

The Otsego County jobless rate fell 
to 14.9 percent in March. It was 16 
percent in February. 

The state jobless rate rose to 17.1 
percerit during the month, an increase 
of a full percent... 

In March 1981 the state rate was 
13.1 -percent.: The national rate for 
March 1982 was 9.0 percent. 

The county March figures were

held; this one by the East Jordan city 
council police committee. After this 
hearing the committee dismissed the 
charges in Sherk’s complaints except 
for those requiring the LCC decision, 
which had not yet been handed down. 

Only a few people attended the police 
committee open hearing. Sherk did not 
attend, although city attorney Roy 
Hayes said he had been invited. 

Chairman Al Joseph said one reason 
the investigation of Sherk’s complaints 
had taken so long was that to find: 
whether Officer Ron, Malinowski was 
mentally unstable, as charged in the 
complaint, the committee had to obtain 
a professional opinion, 

The reason for the delay had not been 
made public because, under the open 
meetings act, it was a personnel matter, 
Hayes explained fater. 

“The ptofessional source absolved 
the officer of any mental instability,’' 
Joseph said, adding, ‘‘This rules out 
that he is a danger to eiaeens (one of the 


“other-charges).’’ 


To that, committeeman Cal Gotts 
added, ‘‘It was one person’s opinion."’ 

Another of Sherk’s contentions was 
that Malinowski ordered all customers 
to vacate the premises. 

Joseph said, a February 1981 change 
in LCC rules said the doors now close at 
9 p.m. on Christmas Eve and there 
could be no consuming after 9:30. 

Actually, according to LCC district 
Supervisor Kenneth Swathwood, quest- 
ioned later by this paper, the rule that 
customers may remain for one half hour / 
after the bar closes has been followed 
for over 15 years. The 9 o’clock closing 
hour has been a law for Christmas Eve 
for over 15 years. 

By ‘‘closing hour,’’ Swathwood said, 
the law means no more alcoholic 
beverages may be sold. The new rules, 
established in February 1981, do not 
alter these particular conditions, he 
said. 


Noting that the entrance had ‘been so 
close to nine as to be arguable, Gotts 
suggested at the committee hearing to 
Malinowski, who was present with his 
lawyer, that he could have come in at 
9:20, for example. 

Malinowski’s lawyer, Mark Risk, 
said, “I think there was reasonable 
cause, Lights were on inside the bar. 
People were still going in.’’ 

According to Swathwood, it is legal 
for people to go in and out after 9 
o'clock. 

Committeeman Russ Dietrich said, 
“The other two bars were closed. It 
stood out like a sore thumb.”’ 

Risk pointed out that Malinowski did 
not enter for the purpose of closing the 
bar, but to find out what was going on. 
The’ altercation, he said, developed 
after he got in. 

Malinowski added, ‘‘My intent was 
not to close the bar...I wasn’t sure if 
there was a 9 o’clock closing. My book 
didn’t say anything about 9:30...”’ 
“Joseph appeared at this- point to 
disagree with Hayes on the right of the 
officer to close the bar. Joseph saying 
that he did. 

Later, Swathwood stated, ‘‘The only 
people who can close a_ licensed 
establishment is the cammission 
(MLCC) itself.” 

Actually, Malinowski had only insist« 
ed that the people in the bar had three 
minutes to get out, although according 
to the rule they had until 9:30. 

Dietrich said, ‘‘He was wise. There 
could have been a ruckus.”’ 

Shortly after this, Jim Tomlinson, one 
of the witnesses that had been supoen- 
ed for the Cheboygan hearing, ad- 
dressed the committee. 

He said, ‘‘I take exactly the op- 
posite—if he (Malinowski) had come in 
in a different manner, there would have 
been no ruckus..

Hobo king visits ailing duke 


“The King of Hoboes is the only 
elected king in North America,”’ said 
Steamtrain Maury, five times elected 
king of the hoboes. 

Maury: (whose last name is Graham, 
“‘but I never use it’’) was visiting his 
friend and fellow hobo, Ivan Mills, 
retired from hoboing and living near 
East Jordan. 

Mills, better known as Ole the Bo, 
was dubbed Grand Duke of Hoboes by 
King Maury in 1980 at the hobo annual 
convention, 

Mills, however, because of ill health, 
was unable to attend the Britt, Iowa, 
convention. 

“Hundreds of hoboes used to come, 
but it has dwindled to about 16 or 17 
now,’ said Maury. ‘‘But thousands 
upon thousands come to watch. It’s a 
festival, you know.’ 

Maury is often invited to railroad 
festivals, ‘“‘being a railroad man, my- 
self,’’ he smiled. He cooks hobo stew, 
and talks about safety and  hoho 
matters. He also goes to schools and so 
on to talk. ‘Being king means you give 
service,’’ he said. 

He Aas hoboed for 16 years, start- 
ing when he had to leave home as a 
youngster. That was for four years. 

He didn’t hobo again until his two 
daughters were grown. And then only in 


the summertime. Winters he returns - 


home to Toledo and Mrs. Graham. 
“You have to do it at least five years 
to be a hobo,”’ he said. ‘‘Know the wild

Hafey (for hay fever), also a Grand 
Duke, said he’s been off the road for 25 
years since he married his Patricia, 
“but I didn’t lose the hankering—like 
him,”’ and he nodded to Mills, who 
agreed he’s been wanting to go for eight 
years, ever since he’s been confined by 
his poor health. 

Mills is cared for by his daughter 
Beverly Daniels, who-is bookkeeper at 
East Jordan Family Health Clinic. : 

Although, as Zale said, hoboes are 
usually joners, Mills receives letters 
from fellow knights of the road, who 


make it their business to keep in touch: 


with each other, especially with those 
who aren't well, 

Mills said he hoboed steady from 
1929 to 1940, beginning when he Jost his 
job in-the Depression and couldn’t find 
another. 

He married in 1941, and from then on 
worked locally, ‘driving truck for 
Howard Porter, working in the cream.

Migrant workers, 
hippies, hitchhikers and such don’t 
count, he said.: According to hobo 
definition, hoboes are people who go 
from job to job, going by train only. 
Between times they usually camp out by 
a river or in the woods. 

Maury added to that, ‘‘a love of 
outdoor living and of building a circle o 
friends. I belong to about 250 fam- 
ilies,'’ he said seriously. ‘‘That’s the 
most valuable thing in the world.”’

The reason is personal pronouns. 

I’ve read the snappish things the 


' more malevolent chauvinists have said 


on the subject and don’t want to rile up 
the nice ones ] know, 

But for the rest, the problem circles 
around the use of ‘‘he’’ to refer to any 
unidentified person, beast, or bug. 

Every woman or gitl has to make a 
continual mental adjustment to know 
‘that “‘he” (or ‘him’ or “‘his’’) in- 
cludes ‘‘she’’ as well. 

So? What’s so big a problem? 

It’s one more reminder, that’s all. 
One more reminder, given from one to 
20 times a day, that she is considered 


- only incidental to the world of real 


events. 

And the problem also is that women, 
as well as men, get used to it as they 
grow up. So they say, ‘‘Ok, what’s the 
point of arguing about that!”’ 

I remember encountering ‘‘he’’ as a 
child. 

“Every child should study hard so he 
‘may grow up to be president.”’ 

Right away I caught on. It didn’t 


- matter how hard [studied because I was 


only a girl. 

But now schools and publishers of 
textbooks have begun to mend their 
ways, thanks to the women’s rights 
movement. Children get to read books 
featuring girls in action as well as the 
Tom Sawyers and Jacks and the 
Beanstalks. 

Yet the ubiquitons ‘‘he’’ is hard to 
circumvent. - 


“‘Watch the spider,’ the teacher , 


says. ‘‘See how he wraps up that fly?’’ 

In this instance, the teacher has 
actually mis-sexed the creature because 
the spider with silk spinnerets is always 
‘“‘she,’’ not ‘‘he.’’ But I chose the 
example because I’ve heard it and 
because it shows how ws how overpowering the 


‘the’’ habit is. 

When a girl studies the manual for 
obtaining a driver’s license, she must 
translate ‘‘the driver turns on his 
lights’’ to ‘‘her lights,’’ automatically. 

The applicant, the taxpayer, ‘the 
investor, the teacher, bank teller—each 
is ‘the’? when he (see!) appears in 
applications, directions, analyses and 
other general writing. 

Enough! We're supposed to be used 
to it. But I’m not. If it doesn’t matter, 
then let those who say it doesn’t matter 
try using ‘‘she’? instead. 

“The applicant must 
name....”” 

“The child who studies will make 
herself a name someday.”’ 

“Let every taxpayer look to her own 
conscience.’ 

Yes, let every man see how it feels to 
be included yet not included in the 
discriminating pronoun. , 

Many writers nowadays try plural 
pronouns instead: 

They don’t say 
anymore. They say 
Then, using ‘‘they,”’ 
struggle along with 
Thus— 

“All taxpayers must look to their 
consciences.”” 

And to their pronouns. 

In the old days ‘‘thee’’ was the 
singular form for ‘‘you.’’ Now we say 
“‘you,’’ meaning one person and ‘‘you’’ 
again, meaning more than one, and it 
hardly ever seems confusing. 

We could abandon ‘‘he’’ and ‘‘she 
in the same way and use ‘‘they’’—as we 
already do when we say, ‘‘If anyone 
‘comes, they should go right to the 
shop.” 

“They”’ is actually incorrect for use 
with ‘‘anyone,’’ which refers to one 
person. But let’s go ahead with it, and 
even expand the idea: ‘“‘Let every 
taxpayer look to their own conscience.”’ 

Or else we could do a great thing— 
invent a totally new pronoun seme:
